Both Jackson and Hickenloop- 
er are members of the Senate- 
House Atomic Energy Comnit- 
tee. The Washington Senator is 
chairman of its military applica- 
tions subcommittee. 

Jackson called Molotov’s' Mos- 
cow speech “boasting” and he 
related it to the Red leadership 
turnover. 

“There is no question about 
America's lead at this time,” 
Jackson asserted. “How long we 
can hold it depends on the ef- 
fort we make and the effort 
they make. . 

“But obviously there comes a 
time in this field of total weap- 
ons—total in the sense of their 
destructive powers—where num- 
bers are meaningless.” 

Hickenlooper’ said he could 
not discuss what he knew of 
Russia’s atomic program. 

But, he added, “I will say our 
progress in hydrogen and other 
atomic weapons has been very 
great. And I’m thoroughly con- 
vinced it is superior to that of 
any other country by far.”

The Fall of Malenkoy 


nkov's spectacular fall from power in the 
Sava Union has precipitated the usual flurry of 
expert guesswork in the West. Most of it—espe- 
cially that which takes the form of forecasting 
a tougher (or a less tough) Soviet foreign policy 
as a result—is idle and unwarranted. ° 

But three conclusions can tegitimately be 
drawn from the Soviet Premier's astonishing 
resignation, accompanied by an astonishing con- 
fession of guilt and incompetence. ‘They are: 

1. The outside world still knows distress- 
ingly little about what goes on in Russia. 
Although foreign news correspondents re- 
port regularly from Moscow, and although 
more visits by foreigners have been per- 
mitted lately, world opinion was unpre- 
pared for Malenkov’s fall. 

2. Serious internal economic trouble— 
serious enough to topple the man who two 
years ago seemed to be in the best position 
to succeed to Stalin’s dictatorial power— 
must have occurred and probably is still oc- 
curring inside the Soviet Union. 

3. No single center of political power like 
Stalin's having yet been established, we can 
expect a continuation of the “collective” dic- 
tatorship or oligarchy which has ruled Rus- 
sia since Stalin’s death, and we can also 
expect a continued struggle to establish 
such a single center of power. 

Both the political and economic implications 
of Malenkov’s resignation are, of course, full of 
portent for the outside world. His successor as 
Premier, Marshal Bulganin, appears to be less 
important at this juncture than the Communist 
party chief, Nikita Khrushchev, whose power has 
been rising while Malenkov's declined. 

id * ° 

It would be premature to suppose that Khrush- 
chev himself is already on the road to supreme 
power. Rather he is at the poifit where Malenkov 
was on Stalin's death two years ago—in a posi- 
tion to bid for such authority, but not yet the 
possessor of it. 

If Khrushchev swung enough weight to lead 
the ouster of Malenkov, still he evidently did not 
swing enough to purge or execute Malenkov— 
and in a dictatorship it is always risky to leave. 
ousted premiers around, to nurse their griev- 
ances and rally their followers. 

Nor has Khrushchev attained the combination 
of party control, government control, and mili- 
tary control which Stalin wielded. As Malenkov 
had to give up his party position when he be- 
came Premier, so Khrushchev now retains his 
party position but cannot claim dominance in 
the government or armed forces. If he is to 
emerge as Stalin’s heir, he still has some way 
to go. Meanwhile Soviet decisions will probably 
be group decisions, and the attention of Soviet 
leaders may well be absorbed by jockeying for 
position within the group. 

This struggle for political power, together 
with the existence of interna] economic troubles 
of sufficient magnitude to unseat a Premier, 
could very well combine to keep the Soviet lead- 
ers so busy at home that they will have little 
time or heart for foreign adventures. 

That is, seen in retrospect, substantially the 
situation which has prevailed since Stalin’s 
death. Moscow's “peaceful co-existence” cam- 
paign, reinforced by its acceptance of truces in 
Korea and Indochina, can now be viewed as a 
necessary result of preoccupation with domestic 
affairs. What was true while Malenkov made his 
run for the! brass ring could continue to be true 
while Khrushchev makes his. 

' * * * 

It would be folly, however, to base American 
or Western policy upon any expectation that 
Soviet policy is going to turn soft. Among other 
things, Malenkov’s fall means that he lost: the 
argument over heavy vs. light industry. Khrush- 
chev, an advocate of renewed emphasis upon 
irivestment in basic industries like steel and ma- 
chine tools at the expense of consumer goods 
production, won out. 

This decision, taken together with a-12 per 
cent increase in visible military expenditures as 
revealed by the 1955 Soviet budget, spells con- 
tinued expansion of the Soviet war potential. 
That is not the same thing as immediate war 
danger. Soviet heavy industry is still far below 
the American level, and its visible military ex- 
penditures are 20 per cent of the total budget 
while President Eisenhower's 1956 budget allots 
61 per cent to military purposes. 

Nevertheless the history of Soviet Communism 
plus the expansion of its war potential mean 
that American’and Western policy must continue 
to be based upon the facts of Soviet international 
conduct and not upon hopes, wishes, or guesses. 

Now as before, we need strong alliances and 
a strong defense posture. Now as before, we must 
stand ready to live at péace with the Russians 
and all gther peoples—yet be determined and 
able to resist aggression if it comes. 
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When?

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What Is Needed in Parole 

It has been a long time since a thorough look 
was taken at Missouri’s parole system. Crimes by 
parolees, as in the Greenlease kidnaping case, 
have suggested from time to time that all was 
not well with it. But the first really searching 
examination in a long while has just been made 
by the Missouri State Penal Institutions Survey 
Committee. 

Most of the committee’s suggestions are so 
sensible on their face that Gov. Donnelly and the 
Legislature will hardly need do any further pre- 
liminary work before putting them promptly 
into effect. 

The parole board itself, the committee says, 
should not be made ‘up entirely of former mem- 
bers of the State Highway Patrol. The board 
should have the benefit of members with “dif- 
ferent and perhaps broader experiences relat- 
ing to behavior problems.” 

The committee proposes that all prisoners 
should know when they may be eligible for pa- 
role, that prisoners’ records should not be “lost 
sight of or treated in a mechanical fashion,” that 
prisoners should be given equal treatment. It 
suggests that the board itself rather than outside 
attorneys should initiate paroles. It points out 
that a staff of 14 parole officers is inadequate 
to supervise more than 1800 parolees and says 75 
parolees to one officer should be the maximum. 

All this adds up to a rather stiff indictment of 
the way the parole board is constituted and the 
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For the Schools 

On Feb. 3, 1953, President Eisenhower said: 
“Our school system demands some prompt, ef- 
fective help.” Now, two years later, he is recom- 
mending an “emergency” program. The recom- 
mendations fall far short of the need, but the 
President is still waiting for his proposed White 
House School Conference next November before 
considering broader federal ee aid. Is this 
prompt help? 

The big Washington nsitiail ts tebe prcnetalh 
by similar meetings in the various states. These 
have been part of the presidential program from 
the start. Educators told him then that they 
were unnecessary, that the states had studied 
their needs only too well. Missouri offers an ex- 
ample: We have had prolonged studies by both 
citizens’ and legislative commissions. 

But Mr. Eisenhower now seeks $20,000,000 for 
school surveys which could be made over the 
next three years. Is there the possibility here of 
delay even beyond the time when the conclu- 


sions of the November conference can be sub- | 


mitted to Congress? 

This slow approach is stressed even before 
mentioning Mr. Eisenhower’s other suggestions 
because it is so harmful; Ear] McGrath, former 
Commissioner of Education, pin-pointed this 
when he said more than two years ago: 


Education must be obtained on a year-to- 
year basis, If a child is given second or 
third-class education, or no education during 
his formative years, the handicap will remain 
for his entire lifetime. 


When Mr. McGrath (who subsequently re- 
signed because of cut-backs in federal appropri- 
ations for education) said that, it was estimated 
that the United States would need 425,000 more 
class rooms by 1960. This estimate now stands 
at 720,000. The teacher shortage is comparable. 

The President offers some help by proposing 
$200,000,000 in grants and $900,000,000 in loans, 
for building purposes. To get around borrowing 
restrictions in various states, it is proposed that 
school. bonds be issued by semi-independent au- 
thorities to keep this indebtedness from showing 
up in the balance sheets of states or school dis- 
tricts. Such a pattern is common enough in con- 
nection with toll bridges, public power installa- 
tions and the like. These produce revenue with 
which debts may be retired. But can this method 
be properly applied to free public schools? 

Mr. Eisenhower is right in stressing local re- 
sponsibility for schools, but many a school dis- 
trict is beyond the point where even subsidized 
loans can be of much help. Such districts—and 
educators in general—will look to the President's 
November conference—or they may count on 
reviving earlier proposals to turn offshore oil 
into schoolhouses and teachers’ paychecks. 
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Warning Enough 

Naval Lt. W. J. O’Heren of Decatur, Iil., and 
fellow crewmen A. J. Chelewski of Casper, Wyo., 
and R. E. Drennan of San Diego, Calif., can 
thank their lucky stars. They might easily have 
been the first United States casualties of. the 
dangerous Tachen island evacuation. 

Their Skyraider plane flew over Communist- 
held islands, was attacked by anti-aircraft fire, 
disabled and forced into the sea. The three 
Americans were rescued from the waters. For- 
tunately their injuries were minor. 

The Navy has done the straightforward, hon- 
est thing of announcing in effect that our plane 


had no business being where it was. Hence 


Washington does not regard the fire from the 
ground as “hostile.” 

This should be warnipg enough. United 
States planes should be kept away from Com- 
munist-held islands. Had these three men been 
lost Washington might be taking a different 
view of the incident. We might now have an 
inflammatory incident on our hands.

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‘Either Dangerous or Unnecessary 

The Senate Foreign Relations Committee has 
approved the so-called mutual defense treaty 
with Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist Chinese Gov- 
ernment, 11 to 2. With two members of the com- 
mittee absent, only Senators Langer, North Da- 
kota Republican, and Morse, Oregon Independ- 
ent, voted against it. 

Under the spur of Chairman George of Geor- 
gia a drive is on to get the treaty approved be- 
fore Thursday night when Republican members 
of the Senate will decamp in large numbers to 
make Lincoln day speeches about the country. 
This issue is too important to be rushed through 
with so little debate. It will hurt no one for the 
treaty to be explored thoroughly on the floor of 
the Senate. 

In the committee Senator Humphrey, Minneso- 
ta Democrat, tried to amend the text so as to 
give the Senate the authority to interpret the 
words “‘mutual agreement.” Five Senators voted 
for this amendment. Undoubtedly there are 
other Senators who believe that this country 
needs to safeguard itself against possible in- 
volvement in Chiang’s civil war with the main- 
land Chinese.

Matusow, only 28, was according to 
his testimony a Communist from 1947 
until 1951, when he was expelled from 
the party, after furnishing information 
to the FBI for about a year.

NUGENT MEETING 


| Walked Out on Farewell to 
Reds in Disgust, He 
Testifies. 


FORT SILL, Okla., Feb. 9 (AP) 
_—A witness against Maj. Am- 
brose H. Nugent testified today 
that he walked out in disgust 
during a farewell prisoner of 
jwar meeting presided over by 
ithe Wisconsin officer in North 
Korea. 

M. Sgt. George Morar, who is 
stationed at Eglin Air Force base 
in Florida, said he left the meet- 
ing because he could not “stom- 
ach” speechés made by Nugent 
and other P.O.W.s shortly be- 
fore their repatriation in 1953. 
Nugent is. on trial by a general 
court-martial on 13 counts of 
collaboration with the enemy 
while a prisoner of war in Ko- 

rea. 

Set. Morar accused Nugent of 

parroting the Communist line 
that the United States started 
the war in Korea. 

Earlier an Air Force officer 
testified that Nugent showed no 
antagonism toward the North 
Koreans in a speech bidding his 
captors farewell before Opéra- 
tion Big Switch. 

First Lt. Frank J. Kuchmeck 

testified that Nugent thanked 
the Communists for what they 
had done to make his captivity 
comfortable, and pledged to 
fight for the “cause of peace” 
when released.

Fourth and final article In a 
series by Mrs. Maria~Kilin, a 
stateless White Russian, who, 
with her husband and three 
young children, underwent 
nearly four years of Communist 
imprisonment in Korea and suf- 
fered incredible hardship. The 


. family was among the last to be 


released so far by the Reds. 
They are now in this county. 


OW that the warm weather 
N had arrived we went daily 

into the mountains to hunt 
for food. We gathered every 
kind of green thing we thought 
might be edible. Wild onion and 
wild garlic particularly helped 
our diet immensely. As summer 
came on we were issued Korean 
cabbage from time to time. 

By the middle of July, 1952, 
the mountain raspberries were 
ripening, and I went out each 
day to gather them. I would rise 
before the sun and strike out 
deep into the hills. As the sun 
came up the scenery was de- 
lightful and the air was like 
nectar. Walking on the moun- 
tain paths, bowever, was often 
difficult, for the mduntains 
were high and steep and the 
raspberries seemed to grow in 
most abundance on the highest 
and steepest faces of the hills. 


On Aug. 12 there was excite- 
ment. We were told to get 
ready to move, and we thought 
at last we were going home. 
One group of 25 of us left by 
truck that day and the rest of 
us were told that the truck 
would return for us soon. 

On Aug. 16 the truck came 
back. We climbed on board, 
were seated and off we started 
at about 10 a.m. About 4 p.m. 
we arrived at Ujan, where we 
caught up with the first group: 
We knew now that this was just 
another move to a new camp. 

Our food ration was increased | 
and a few days later we were 
issued blankets, clothes, shoes, 
towels, tooth paste, tooth 
brushes, sugar and the children 
were even given some sweets. 
How unaccustomed we were to 
such treatment! 

And so, from Aug. 16 we were 
never again hungry. From that 
day on we were fed, clothed and 
shod. 

A doctor came a few days 
after we arrived. He examined 
us and gave some kind of oint- 
ment to the children which 
cured them of the boils on their 
legs. 

Our guard now consisted of 
three Korean policemen, : one 
who had béen with us at Mampo 
and two new ones. They were 
like the Mampo man, however. 
When winter clothing was re- 
ceived they made no move to 
issue it. Only after loud. pro- 
tests from us did they finally 
issue the winter jackets. 

At New Year’s we were given 
cognac and extra food, but we 
found out later that more than 
‘half had been kept back by the 
guards for their own benefit. 
In general they took a share of 
everything issued us. 

On March 21, 1953, there was 
4 great sensation. Some Ko- 
rean officers arrived from 
Pyongyang and the English peo- 
ple among us were called to be 
interviewed. First Bishop Al- 
fred Cooper of the Anglican 
Church, and then Commissioner 
Herbert Lord of the Salvation 
Army, were questioned for a 
long time. Then Msgr. Thomas 
Quinlan, the Catholic prelate, 
was called. After the question- 
ing was finished, these men were 
told to gather their things to- 
gether. A truck arrived and 
they were.taken away. We did 
os know where they were go- 

g 


Ten days later the seven 
French citizens of our group 
were called out and taken away. 

Later. we saw their pictures 
in a newspaper. All of them had 
been sent home via Russia. 

Finally, seven Americans 
were called out. Now we knew 
that they were going home. We 
asked them again and again not 
to forget us, but to tell the of- 
ficials at home'that we wanted 
to be released, too. 

Now only one person with 
citizenship, the Australian priest, 
Father Philip Crosby, remained 
with us. He was our last hope. 

On May 19, a telegram came 
saying that Father Crosby was 
to leave, That day none of us 
was able to eat. We wept be- 
cause we were being left alone. 
We had no citizenship. All of 
us were stateless. 

One night many airplanes 
flew overhead and Sravese leaf- 
lets. We learned that night that 
the war was over then. From 
then on, we were forbidden to 
go into the street.

Our conmimandant called us 
all together and told us’that we 
were not to show ourselves near 
the road at all because people 
would be traveling by who were 
not friendly to us and probably 
might hurt us. Then he added 
that whoever disobeyed this in- 
struction would be severely pun- 
ished. 

All this time we were care- 
fully watched. Suddenly the 
guards began to wear sidearms 
and to carry rifles. It seemed 
ironic that with the war ended 
they should now arm themselves 
to the teeth.

NE day, from afar, we saw 
() 15 jeeps pass, each flying a 
white flag with a Red Cross. 

So that is why they have been 
hiding us, we thought. 

After a few days, the same 
15 jeeps passed by again, going 
in the opposite direction. 

We saw the POWs leave for 
home. They all traveled down 
the road near our house. We 
looked at them, feeling as some 
poor bird might feel, shot and 
fallen to the ground and all the 
while seeing the other birds of 
the flock | safely home. 

Now all the Ws were gone. 
Of all the white prisoners, we 
stateless White Russians alone 
were left. Our guards began to , 
behave worse toward us. Théy 
stole more and more of our 
tations. 


Autumn came. We were told 
to gather fuel for thé cold 
weather ahead. We were given 
warm clothes and shoes 


On Nov. 16, our officer was 
called to Kaesong for discussions 
concerning our group. We were 
all excited and awaited his re- 
turn impatiently. After 10 days 
he returntd. But he said he had 
been to Pyongyang, not Kaesong, 
and that there was no news for 
us. 

A Korean major arrived from 
Pyongyang on Dec. 23. He ques- * 
tioned only the White Russians 
in. our group. First he sum- 
moned Ivan. Then me. 

This same day the Chinese 
took Mary Doevincha from our 
camp to the hospital, as she was 
expecting her second baby. She 
was in the hospital two weéks 
and bore a son without any help 
from the nurse or doctor, — 


The father of the _ ciiild 
made milk from soy beans and 
and rice. He strained it and fed 
the baby. There were no dia- 
pers. Among the 18 people, we 
were able to give her rags. After 
March 1, when the repatriation 
to South 
American doctor looked .at the 
baby and said: fa mig A is 
normally healthy. He is only 
hungry.” 


When I dast saw the child he: 


was 13 months old. He was a 
very pretty'and fat boy. Thé 
mother, father and two children 
are now in San Francisco (helped 
by an American spOnsor).

“I have come from Pyong- 
yang to help you. Where do you 
to go?” he asked my hus-

band, Ivan, and then myself in 
separate interviews. 

“To Seoul,” we replied. 

“And why must you go to 
Seoul?” he asked me, after the 
interview was over. 

“Because my home is in 
Seoul and I wish to go home.” 

“But the Americans are in 
Seoul and they don’t want you. 
We have spoken to them many’ 
times about you and they re- 
fuse to accept you.” 

“If the Americans refuse to 
accept us,” I said with tears in 
my eyes, “then why do you ask 
us where we want to go?” 

“You ate Russians,” he 
answered softly. “The Ameri- 
cans hate Russians. They will 
insult and persecute you. You 
had better stay here with us.” 

“And when did you discover . 
that. we are Russiahs? When 
you put us in the prison at 
Mampo? When we made the 
Death March under the Tiger? 
Didn't you know all along that 
we were Russians?” 

There was a pause. 

“I don’t think things hap- 
pened as you say they did,” the 
officer said quietly. 

Beside him was sitting an- 
other North Korean officer who 
said just as quietly: “Yes, these 
things actually happened.” The 
major frowned. 

“If you refuse every offer I 
make to you—and still will not 
sign the papers—and then we 
are forced’to deprive you of 
your rations—and drive you 
into the mountains to cut wood 
—what then?” the major asked. 

“Yes, what then. You must 
answer that yourself, for you 
brought us here against our 
will.” 

Thus we were interviewed for 
three whole days. During the 
day Ivan would be interviewed 
alone and told that I had agreed 
to stay. Then he would be dis- 
missed and I would be brought

aged each other to be firm and 
not give in Fra the major.

That evening we were 
all taken for a bath. The men 
were taken to a barber. 

At 9 p.m. that night we 
reached Mampo and were taken 
to the railroad station. We 
started out in a second-class 
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carriage, but before we reached 
Pyongyang we were transferred 
to a first-class sleeper, which 
took us all the way to Kaesong. 

On Feb. 20 the eve of our 
departure, we were given an- 
other banquet. After the sup- 
per a high Chinese official told 
us we would be leaving for home 
the following day. Later in the 
evening we were shown a movie. 

On the following morning we 
were roused early «and had 
breakfast. We were then seated 
in trucks and driven off. At 
11 a.m. we crossed the demili- 
tarized zone. We arrived at the 
tents on the United Nations side 
of the zone. 

God had finally heeded our 
prayers. We were no longer 
prisoners. After three years and 
seven months in Communist 
North Korea, we finally had 
left it forever.

hungry for creamed frizzled 

beef. Probably this is a hold- 
over from childhood when it was 
often served for lunch. I like it 
just as well as I did then when 
it is prepared according to the 
family specifications. 

As the title of this recipe 
would indicate, the shredded 
beef must really be frizzled in 
butter. Perhaps you will call 
this sauteing it. The beef is torn 
into shreds and cooked in the 
butter until it shrivels slightly 


is well blended with the butter. 
The amount of flour should be 
about equal to that of the fat.

the sauce is made separately, but 
it will have a much better flavor. 
It is quite common to scald 
the beef with boiling water, but 
unless it is very salty this is not 
necessary, and the process does 
Sdisewe ties of thé Hanae aa 
beef as well as the salt. There 
is nothing I dislike more than 
scalded beef added to a previ- 
ously made cream sauce. This 
lacks the tang that good eld- 
fashioned frizzled beef offers. 


There are other uses for 
chipped beef. It will add flavor 
to a cheese puff and also to a 
sauce for vegetables, such as 
cauliflower. Combined in this 
fashion it will supply a hearty 
luncheon or supper dish. 
Chipped Beef and Cheese Puff. 


One-half cup boiled rice, two 
ounces dried beef, shredded, one 
cup grated cheese, one teaspoon 
paprika, three egg yolks, three 
egg whites well beaten. 

Combine rice, shredded beef 
and cheese. Stir in egg yolks 
one at atime. Fold mixture into 
beaten egg whites. Pour into 
ungreased one-quart casserole 
and bake in moderately hot oven 
(425 degrees) about 25 minutes 
until lightly browned. . 
Cauliflower With Chipped Beef. 

Two packages frozen cauli- 
flower, one can condensed cream 
of chicken soup, one-half cup 
milk, one-fourth pound cheese 
shredded, three ounces dried 
beef, shredded. 

Cook cauliflower as directed 
on package until just tender. 
Heat soup with milk. Add cheese 
and stir until melted. Add 
shredded beef and serve over 
drained cauliflower. Yield: Four 
to five servings.

All must be told in your 
past life, but in/ the telling, 
you must show why it was 
wrong, in the light of Dia- 
Jectical Materialism.

THE THIRD STAGE of 
Tchin P’ou is Progress in Rev- 
olutionary Thinking and Ac- 
tion.

I promise therefore to accuse 
them in order to preserve the 
people’s government.”

These nat- 
ural processes are what: the 
national parks are set aside to 
protect and perpetuate, and 
less than 1 per cent of the 
land surface of our country 
has been reserved for national 
parks. Not all of this has mer- 
chantable timber on it, so it 
could not contribute greatly 
to the economy of any coOm- 
munity. 

Our national parks should 
be preserved intact without 
any commercialization. Com- 
munities might well establish 
community forests and use 
them commercially, but that 
should not interfere with the 
land set aside for national 
parks,
